A LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bill.'<. 
properly  tiio  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  (’olumbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  .\m('iMca  Act. 
18(57,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  'rurnpik(>  Road, 
or  Teh'graph  or  ’releiihone  Line;. the  construction 
or  improvennuit  of  a Ilarboiir,  Canal,  Lock.  Dam 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry:  the  incorporation  of  any  i)articular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-Stock  Company:  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  pi'culiar  rights  or  privi-
